uine affection for the retiring Van

Korean forces. 


Vnn Fleet was in a holiday mood 


himself, and had smiles and hand- 
shakes for every one, from ROK 
soldiers to corps commanders. 


"General Taylor Is the new cap- 


tain of the team now," Van Fleet 
told one division staff. "You're get- 
ting a real commander." 


Taylor replied that he hoped his 


record would be as successful as 
Van Fleet's.
